MAKING..OF A GOOD MAN. 


President Utters ‘Homely Truths Before 
__ Washington V. M..C. A. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. — President 
Roosevelt ‘was the guest of honor to-night 
‘at the banquet. commémorative of the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the Washington 
Young Men's Christian Association and the 
International Committee of North Amieri 
Over 300 guests were invited. Helen Goul 
,and Mrs. McAlpin, President of the Wo- 
‘men’ s-Auxiliary of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tlan Association, were conspicuous among 
those in the balcony. 

President Roosevelt was greeted with 
loud applause as he rose to address those 
at the banquet. He:said: Mr. Chairman 
and Gentlemen: It is noxaccident that we 
should meet here to celebrate’a’ record of 
fifty years, That period covers the half 
century which ‘has seen the gigantic. indus- 
trial change of the world, a‘¥evolution, so- 
cially and industrially, such as was hard- 
ly. seen within any preceding five centuries. 
Life ‘during’ that half century has been 
carried on at a higher pressure than ever 
before. That means of course that all 
the forces have been raised to a higher 
degree of power, the forces of evil and, also, 
the forces of good. , 

“If it had net been for the’ work of such 
organizations’ as this, the immense ma- 
terial progress of the world during the past 
half: century would “have been a progress 
that would have told for-ill to the nations, 
not. for good. [Applause.] And we can say

Head Brakeman Mattoon of West Albany 
is missing. It is thought he may have 
rushed back to flag the train. 

The Limited had not reached Albany at 
midnight, although’ it is due at 8:40 P. M. 
It carries only passengers for west of Buf- 
falo, and the railroad officials at midnight 
say none was injured.

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TWO SENATES UNDER 
AAMS IN COLORADO 


Republicans Attempt Revolu- 
tionary Seizure of Upper House. 





Trouble the Result of the “Republican 
Action in Unseating Enough 
House Democrats. to Elect 
a Senator. “

DENVER, Jan. 19.—With the State Sen- 
ate divided into two hostile bodies and 
armed mén in the State House ready to de- 
fend the claims of either, the legislative 
situation has assumed a.serious phase. 

The Republicans to-day carried out their 
plan of unseating enough: Democrats in the 
House to insure a Republican majority on 
joint ballot. An attempt on the part of 
the Democrats to unseat; Republicans in 
retaliation resulted in Tevolutionary action 
on the part ot the Lieutenant Governor 
and the Republican minority in the: Senate. 

Lieut. Gov. Haggott, as President of the 


Senate, refused: to.receive a report .of. the 
majority . of the mmittee on Elections. 
He recognized the; minority, and permitted 
resolutions {to be passed unseating nine 
Democratic Senators and seating their Re- 
rublican oppo ponks. thus creat an. ap- 
parent we a can —— 

Then the at session began interest 
centred in the’House proctedings. Four of 
the five Républican. members of the Com- 
mittee on Elections reported in favor of un- 
seating five Democrats fram Arapahoe 
County, in which Denver is situated. The 
five had pacha Sate onthe face of the re- 
turns cans ho from 2,600- to 4,000; but the 
Republicans hold that these were obtained 
fraudulen 

The four emocratic members of the com- 
mittee presented a Bare cli ——— against 
unseating any members im that 500 
would be a liberal allowance for fi the fraud- 
ulent votes cast in the cty.

Grand Jury at Chicago Returns a True 
Bill Against 46 Operators and 
Retailers. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—A true bill was re- 
turned this morning against forty-five coal 
operators and. retgilers, charging conspir- 
acy to do an illegal act injurious to public 
trade: The indictments aré against both 
corporations and individuals doing business 
in Tuinois and Indiana. Bail was fixed at 
$1,500 each.

WASHINGTON, . Jan. .19.—Criticism of

One is that the police have réquired ; the’ 


‘removal from all barrooms ‘of opaque

barrooms, but it becomes impossible for

that they will be regarded as knowing 
what is going on, and no merely negative 
attitude on their part will be decepted. 
It is assumed that if the law is broken 
they are to blame, and the burden of 
proof that they are not to blame rests 
on them. This is the plainest common 
sense, and lies at the root of all proper 
police service; but it is an idea that has 
not been put in practice for many years— 
practically not since the ee Police 
Board. The result is excellent ar, and 
Gen. GREENP is strengthening his hold 
on the confidence of the community with 
every day that he applies this principle.

American business 
methods are also claiming more consid- 
eration and, as they are better under- 
stood, are undermining the kind of con- 
servatism of trade which adheres tena- 
ciously to usage and-precedent. Ameri- 
can machinery and methods are revolu- 
tionizing production in the manufactur- 
ing industries, and the very valuable 
work of The London Times in sending to 
this country a thoroughly qualified rep- 
resentative to learn how we do things in 
our great industries has had and is still 
exerting an incalculable influence for 
good in sending the thrill of a new life 
through the sluggish pulses of the na- 
tion.

TRUSTS IN GERMANY. 


Those who fancy that the trust is 
peculiarly an American institution, the 
mushroom, product of prosperity, may be 
comforted to know that Germany has 
more than four hundred well-developed 
trusts, and that. at last accounts they 
were multiplying rapidly. 

The greatest number of them in any 
one industry have been formed in the 
several branches of chemical manu- 
facture. There are several in the elec- 
trical industries, and it is announced 
that these are about to be united in 
the Central: Huropean Blectrical Trust, 
which is to control everything worth 
controlling. In the coal and ore min- 
ing, iron smelting, and steel making in- 
anstries they are well established, and 
have gained-great prominence, chiefly 
from the, wide difference between what 
they promised and what they have ac- 
complished for the public welfare. In 
some industries trusts are being formed 
to resist the unreasonable demands of 
other trusts, For example, the sugar 
refiners had a trust fo safeguard their 
interests, and now the beet growers have 


form a trust to open new mines and 
give them cheaper fuel, The paper mak- 
ers had one to control the manufacture 
of paper and keep the price high; now 
the Association of German Publishers in- 


tends to establish one for the mant~ |

Hupson’s voyage, it says, truth- 
fully enough, gave Holland its claim to the 
valley drained by the river named after 
him, and his stories of its fertility brought 
the Dutch settlers across the sea, That 
connects New Amsterdam with Hudson, per- 
haps, but New York is another matter, 
and it displaced, rather than perpetuated, 
its predecessor. The second argument is, 
indeed, peculiar—the Dutch made friends 
with the Iroquois and the English followed 
the same policy, and so greated a defense 
against the French which permitted the 
conquest of the country and the building 
up of the greatest and most progressive 
of the world’s States! But there—of course 
we haven't the slightest ill-will against 
the old explorer, and if anybody yearns to 
revive his memory, why, let ‘em do it.
